Hoſts. 

This World, once the Seat of Juſ- 
tice, Harmony, and Felicity, is (thro' 
the Fall) become an ACELDAMA, 
or Field of Blood: Nation riſes againſt 
Nation, and Kingdom againſt King- 
dom. From this melancholy Cauſe 
ariſes a Legion of Evils, viz. © 
preſſive Cruelty, horrid Rebellions, and 
ungenerous Treaſons. Whenever theſe 
raiſe their monſtrous Heads, Intereſt 
and Duty jointly prompt a People, 
jealous of their Civil and Religious Li-

Thus they, in Obedience to 
the Dictates of Nature, ſupported by 
Divine Revelation, wiſely od the 
Horſe againſt the Day of Battle, tho' 
they beben that Safety was of the 
Lord + : Twas their ſettled Reſolution 
to look beyond Inftruments, determin- 
ing, whillt ſome truſted in Chariots, 
and ſome in Horſes, they would re- 
member the Name of the Lord their 
God ||. Thus you ſee, they commit- 
ted their Way unto the Lord ; they 
truſted alſo in him: nevertheleſs their 
Trials continued till (poſſibly) many of 
them ſtagger'd at the Promiſe of God 
thro' Unbelief. Nor is it ſtrange, ſince, 
for the Space of twenty Years, Siſera 
mightily oppreſſed the Children of 
Tfrael F. It is no infallible Proof,

however, that the humble Addreſſes of 
the Diſtreſſed are neglected, merely be- 
cauſe not anſwered agreeable to Expec- 
tation, or becauſe Tribulations abound;

ple, h the God of their Salvation : 
Their Prayers are graciouſly heard, 
tho' their Perſons are (for a Seaſon) 
awfully ſcourged. But the Lord will 
not always chide, or retain his apparent 
anger for ever: Nay, he will eſpouſe 
and make that Cauſe his own, which 
for a Time wore the Marks of divine 
Rejection, God, like a powerful Con- 
federate, will reveal his Arm in the 
Vindication of his oppreſſed Petitio- 
ners ; he will redreſs their Grievances, 
and abundantly recompenſe their In- 

juries: Witneſs the Inſtance before us. 
The ſet Time to favour [/rae!/ being 
come (tho' the Heathen raged, and 
the People imagined a vain Thang ; 
tho' the Rulers took Counſel together

againſt the Lord, and againſt his Anoin- 
ted ; faying, Let us break their Bands 
aſunder, and caſt away their Cords 
from us) he that ſitteth in the Hea- 
vens laught, the Lord beheld them 
with Deriſion +: For he, having the 
Hearts of all Men in his Hands, in- 
ſpired his favourite People with a juſt 
Reſentment, gave them Courage to 
attempt a Deliverance, and Reſolution 
to accompliſh it. Being equipt from 
above, the People willingly offered them- 
ſelves to confront their inſulting Ene- 
mies.---Barak's Forces were not a Col- 
lection of Slaves, drove into the Field 
by the Threats and Cruelty of a Ty- 
rant: No, he had the Honour and 
Pleaſure of commanding an Army of 
Holunteers. And really their Conduct 
when engaged, loudly proclaimed the 
Concurrence of their Hearts with their 
Spears; for theſe Free-men dreading 
the intended Yoke, encounter'd their 
Adverſaries with equal Bravery and

Succeſs; inſomuch that (being diſci- 
plined by the Lord of Hoſts) Barab's 
blunted Sword triumph'd over the nu- 
merous and imperious Forces of Si- 
ſera.—-So deciſrve was the Battle, and 
ſo great the Slaughter, that he who 
lately had Thouſands at his Command, 
and therefore faid to one Legion, Go, 
and it goeth ; to another, Come, and 
it cometh ; now quits his ſtately Cha- 
riot, and, deſtitute of all Attendants, 
flies on foot, ſeeking Protection in dan- 
gerous Obſcurity +. Thus (with re- 
ſpect to Iſrael) Darkneſs was agree- 
ably exchanged for Light, Sorrow for 
Toy, and threatned Bondage for glo- 
rious and invaluable Liberty. Upon 
Iſrael's obtaining ſuch a ſeaſonable and 
important Victory, with how much 
Decency does the inſpired Writer intro- 
duce the Exhortation, Praiſe ye the 
Lord? Man's Propenſity to over- 
look the principal Agent (on ſuch like 
Occaſions) ſhews the Expediency of

From the Correſpondence between 
ancient and modern Events, you (poſ- 
ſibly) may have anticipated the intend- 
ed Application: However, be that as 
it will, from the Sacred Hiſtory we 
may diſcern, that a People highly fa- 
voured of Heaven, may, for a Scaſon, 
be exerciſed with very grievous Oppreſ- 
ſions. How unſcriptural then were 
the late Apprehenſions of ſome Bri- 
tons, who concluded themſelves jud:- 
cially forſaken, merely becauſe tried 
with a temporary Affliction? From 
the foregoing Story we may alſo per- 
ceive, that God hears, and remark- 
ably anſwers the Prayers of the Af- 
flicted. Religious Fa//s and ſolemm 
Humiliation are not in vain.----We 
may learn hence too, that when the 
Almighty deſigns Deliverance, Inſtru- 
ments are not wanting to effect it. 
When I/rae! is to be reſcued from 
Egyptian Bondage with an high Hand, 
and an out-ſtretch'd Arm, God pre- 
pares a Moſes for the important En- 
terprize.

terprize. If afterwards the litigious 
Canaanites are to be ſubdued before 
the favourite People, he raiſes up a 
Succeſſion of Heroes to preſide over, 
and manage their Military Affairs.

Remember thoſe who have been 
in Bonds, temember the Exiles; ſhew 
yourſelves ready to contribute towards 
the Reſtoration of their Settlement, 
Peace and Comfort, whenſoever our 
Superiors ſhall require your Aſſiſtance. 
We have fmarted hitherto principally - 
by Sympathy > yet wp ſhew ourſelves 
worthy Members of the Britiſh Body, 
by bearing our Paris in the Loſſes ſuſ- 
tained thro' an Attachment to the Bri- 
tiſh Confiitution.----And at the fame 
Time let us be thankful for the Tran- 
quility of England, and our Exemp- 
tion from the Surprize, the Dangers, 
and Injuries, which were fo ſenſibly 
felt in the Vorth, What Conſpira- 
cies were formed, how great the in- 
viſible Ruin that threatned us, Time 
which 
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which brings ſecret Things to Light, 


may diſcover. However, this we 


know, that our Perſons, our Relatives, 
our Religion, our Properties were not 
ſecure, whilſt Rapine, Murder, Cruelty, 
and Oppreſſion, were rampant in the 
extreme Parts of theſe Realms. O that 
we may. as much diſtinguiſh our- 
ſelves by our Gratitude, as Heaven has 
diſtinguithed us by its Mercies ! What 
tranſporting Pleaſures do we feel, what 
Life is kindled in our Breaſts, now we 
behold the benevolent Anfwers which 
Heaven grants to our Sghs, Tears, 
and Prayers? How are we elated, 
whilſt our Interviews are ſweetned by 
mutual Congratulations? The San

We have now our Bibles in 
our Hands, tranſlated into a Language 
we underſtand, which we may peruſe 
without any Papal Obſtructions: Let 
us examine their Contents, with Dili- 
gence equal to that of the Miner, when 
he is ſearching for hid Treaſure. We 
have not the formidable Arguments of 
Fire and Faggot laid before us, to con- 
vince us of the Truth of Popiſh Te- 
nets ; each being left to follow the free 
Dictates of his own Conſcience. Oh, 
Sirs, let me beſeech you to and faſt 
in that LIBERTY wherewith Chriſt 
has made you free; never entertain in- 
different Thoughts about that Yoke of 
Bondage, which your Fore-fathers 
found 160 heavy for them to bear.

Prudently 
inſtil the Principles of LIBERTY 
and HUMANITY into the anculti- 
vated and tender Minds of Children 
and Servants, that they may not be- 
come an eaſy Prey to ſeducing Pa- 
pifts. From which Practice your De- 
pendants will not only reap unſpeak- 
able Advantages, but you yourſelves 
deſerve the Character of /oya/ Subjects, 
real Patriots, ſincere Proteſtants, and 
grateful Profeſſors. By uſing our Pri- 
vileges thus diſcreetly and wiſely, we 
ſhall have growing Occaſion to thank 
| Heaven 
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Heaven for our late Victory. Again, 
let us guard againſt criminal Security, 
let us always exerciſe a proper Jealouſy 
towards Papiſis, who are frequently 
molt fair and beautiful without, when 
they have the Hache Deſigns lodged 
within. Let us be always ready (a- 
le to our /ate Reſolution) to go 
into the Field in behalf of a Proze- 
ant King againſt any Romifh Conſpi- 
rators. Let the Arms we lately pur- 
chaſed with that /zudable Intent (if ne- 
ceſſary) be always in Readineſs upon 
any Emergency of that Sort. We have 
Reaſon to ſuſpect Popihh Plots, and 
deſperate Attempts are not entirely ex- 
tinguiſhed. But Thanks be to Hea- 
ven for the Proſpects of a ſeaſonable 
Check, whenſoever their Efforts may 
be renewed. What a pleaſant Emo- 
tion did we feel, when this Society, 
this Town, this County, when the 
various Counties in ENGLAND 
aſſociated, in order to raiſe independent 
— againſt the common Enemy? 
Were 
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Were any Proteſtants undetermined at 
the late Criſis, halting between our 
legal KING and an invading PRE- 
TENDER, let them, in order to 
eſtabliſh their Judgments, make the 
Tour of France, where Poverty, Sla- 
very, and Diſcontent among the Su- 
jets (the b/efſed Fruits of Arbitrary 
Power and Eccleſiaſtical Tyranny) may 
convince them of their preſent prete- 
rable Situation; and read them a Lec- 
ture, which ſhall ſilence their Cla- 
mours, and teach them to acquieſce 
in the mild and reputable Government 
of King George. As Praiſe ſhould 
aſcend for Mercies received, ſo likewiſe 
ſhould our daily Prayers for further 
Succeſſes.
